The mustangs are inside a 
pole-fence corral, constructed in 
a hollow along the Tule river, 
hidden from iong view by 
willows and trees. 

It could be the hideout of 
Pegleg Smith, notorious 
early-day horse thief, but it isn’t. 

It’s the spread of Jeff 
Edwards, Porterville 
photographer and historian, who 
has brought in two stud bunches 
of registered Spanish Andalusian 
and Barb horses from Gusher, 
Utah - nine mares, two stallions 
and three colts. 

These horses, in a way, turn 
history back 200 years, for it 
was in 1772 that the first 
Spanish horses were brought to 
California by the Padres for use 
at the California missions. 

Earlier, they had been 
brought to America by 
Columbus - on his second voyage 
- and by Spanish explorers, 
Cortez, DeSota, DeLeon and 
others. Eventually the American 
Indians acquired them and they 
spread throughout the west and 
mid-west. 

By 1830 and into the 1860s, 
thousands of Spanish horses ran

wild in the San Joaquin. valley. 
and throughout the Western 
states, but as the country was 
settled, they were caught up. 
cross-bred and gradually 
eliminated as a pure strain. 

Last of the San Joaquin 
valley herds migrated across the 
Sierra into the Coso range of 
Owens valley, where. in 
connection with the Landers 
Cattle company operation out of - 
Kernville, from the 1870s up tu 
1920, they were crossed with 
Morgans to develop a_ larger 
horse. 

Today there are only 177 
head listed in the National 
Spanish Mustang Registry. and 
by now there might well: have 
been none had it-not been for 
Bob Brislawn, of Oshoto: 
Wyoming, who, 50 years ago 
started to reclaim the breed. 

It was from Brislawn, now $2 
years of age, that Edwards 
bought his stock, which 
represent the only herd of pure 
Spanish horses on the west 
coast. 

They are the offspring of a 
herd of pure Spanish from 
Bootcliffs, in Wyoming and

We Americans have a pen- 
chant for causes of all sorts, 
sizes and degrees of impor- 
tance. The trouble is, we 
sometimes let our enthusiasm 
trap us into emulating the 
humorist’s legendary cowboy 
who mounted his steed and 
rode off in all directions. 

Certainly there are few 
causes more worthy of de- 
dicated, intelligent concern 
than the preservation of our 
environment, as Californians 
are poignantly aware. Yet 
even here, the facts of life 
sometimes rise up to indicate 
we have tried to travel too 
fast. 

Consider, for example, DDT 
and phosphate detergents. 
Both have been widely con- 
demned and in many places 
banned by law. There is an 
initiative on next year’s June 
ballot in: this state, for ex- 
ample, that would ban the 
former outright, along with a 
number of other blunderbuss 
“environmental” proposals. 

Yet just recently a govern- 
ment-appointed panel has 
decided that while DDT does 
indeed have serious pollutant 
potentials, it needn’t be 
banned totally as a pesticide 
because of any “imminent 
hazard to human health.” 
And although its use has de- 
clined, the panel finds it still 
an important weapon against 
certain destructive insects, 
particularly some that attack 
cotton plants. 

Interestingly, University of 
Wisconsin scientists have dis- 
covered DDT in samples of 
soil collected and sealed 30 
years before DDT came into 
use! 

Similarly, phosphate deter- 
gents have been given a re- 
prieve. There is no question 
that they can contribute to 
lake and stream pollution; 
but now federal health-and- 
environmental officials are 
recommending them to house- 
wives. 

This startling reversal in- 
dicates that their blanket con- 
demnation, like that of DDT, 
was premature. The cure, it 
turns out, was worse than the 
disease. 

There are increasing num- 
bers of other reports which 
indicate that findings con- 
sidered most foreboding at 
first glance, have turned out 
not to be so damaging as 
feared. : 

All of which is not to 
denigrate concern over the 
protection of our environ- 
ment. The moon trips have 
brought sharply home to us 
the fact that our planet is not 
a limitless source of the good 
and essential things of life. 
It’s here and it’s all we have. 

It’s just that we are learn- 
ing gradually not to let our 
own sincere impulses, or the 
importunities of the overnight 
environmental reformists 
lead us into hip-shooting 
judgments that. will hurt 
more than they help our ef- 
forts to clean up this earth 
we live on.

“RAINMAKERS” 
OPERATE ON 
KINGS RIVER 


FRESNO — The first Summer 
cloud seeding program on the 
Kings River watershed has been 
completed, and the people doing 
the work agree the project was 
started in the right year. 

Thomas J. Henderson, 
president of Fresno-based 
Atmospherics Inc. told the Kings 
River Conservation District 
board of directors that the 
Summer of 1971 had about 40 
days suitable for seeding. 
compared. with 22-24 such days 
during the normal Summer. 

KRCD has spapsored Winter 
cloud seeding since 1955 to step 
up precipitation falling at high 
elevations in the Sierra 
watershed of the Kings. The 
Summer program was added on 
a trial basis to see if resulting 
rainfall would contribute 
materially to Summér_ runoff 
and add to -water in storage 
behind Pine Flat Dam. 

Final results will not be 
available, until data is tabulated 
and evaluated in the next two 
months.

BOLLWORM MOTH DISCOVERY NEAR 
FOWLER CAUSES OFFICIAL CONCERN 


FOWLER — Discovery of a 
native pink bollworm moth on 
October 26 in Fresno county 
near Fowler has caused state and 
county officials to intensify 
setting of bollworm traps in the 
area, according to California 
Department of Agritulture 
Director Jerry Fielder. 

The moth, first to be found 
in Fresno county, was positively 
identified by CDA officials in 
Sacramento. Jack Gobin of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 


office in Tulare county found 
the latest specimen while serving 
a sexlure trap near Fowler. 

Only one pink bollworm 
moth was trapped in Kern 
county this season near Oildale, 
and seven were trapped in Tulare 
county. Until this year, no pink 
bollworm moths had been found 
north of Kern county, according 
to Dan Rosenberg, chief of the 
State Department of 
Agriculture’s Pest Exclusion and 
Detection program. 


Fierce African Honey Bee 
May Spread To United States 


DAVIS — Investigation of a 
fierce strain of African 
honeybee, currently spreading 
over South America and feared 
as a threat to the United States, 
is underway at the University of 
California, Davis campus under 
supervision of Dr. Norman E. 
Gary. 

The African strain was 
imported to Brazil from Africa 
as part of an experimental 
breeding program, said Dr. Gary, 
but escaped by accident 15 years 
ago and has since spread over an 
area of South America equal in 
size to that portion of the 
United States east of the Rocky 
mountains. He added that the 
bees are industrious workers, 
producing up to 80 percent 
more honey than domesticated 
European honeybees presently

Utah, a rough, rugged country in 
which the herd became isolated 
many years ago. Because of the 
heavy Cedar breaks, canyons and 
“impossible” terrain, it was not 
worth the effort to get them 
out, and because any domestic 
horses that happened to get 
into the area simply could not 
survive, there was no 
cross-breeding and «the strain 
remained pure. 

Spanish horses - the historic 
mustangs - are hardy animals, 
self sufficient, exceptionally 
tough, and basically gentle. 
Their feet are “hard as flint” and 
do not require shoes; they have a 
large, heavy tail - a “broomtail’’; 
they seldom develop any kind of 
leg trouble; their conformation 
and color varies; on the range 
they run in stud bunches; they 
will not inbreed. 

Pure Spanish horses are not 
large animals, averaging from 
600 to 900 pounds and are 
seldom over 14 hands; they will 
carry, day in and day out, one 
third of their weight. 

“Admire the tall, but ride the 
small,” was a phrase used by 
Indians and frontiersmen in the 
early days of the west. 

In the Edwards herd is a 
Medicine Hat mare, the Medicine 
Hat referring to distinctive 
coloring - a white horse with 
brown or black on its chest and 
around its ears, ‘eyes, and 
sometimes the tail. Plains 
Indians believed a Medicine Hat 
horse was sacred and that no 
harm would come to anyone 
riding such a horse. 

The coloring is not 
consistently reproduced in 
offsprings, a Medicine Hat colt 
coming up from a Spanish horse 
now and then at random. 

The true Spanish horse has 
only five lumbar vertabrae while 
other breeds have five and a half 
or six; also the Spanish horse has 
one less rib. Ability of mares and 
stallions to reproduce these 
characteristics in their offspring is 
the true test of a pure Spanish 
horse. 

The Spanish Barb has a 
characteristically Roman head; 
the Andalusian, a 
characteristically Arabian-type 
nose. kdwards has both types, a

photographer and historian, with 
the Andalusian stud, 4 Lane, 
that is in a herd of 14 head that 
Edwards has brought to 
Porterville.

black Andalusian stud, 4 Lane, 
and a dun Barb stud, Panquitch. 

As a_ historical sidelight, it 
was a dun Barb that the famous 
Porterville outlaw, Jim 
McKinney, rode across the 
desert and mountains from 
Arizona to Glennville nearly 70 
years ago, covering 300 miles in 
three days. It is said that after 
this ride, when the horse was 
turned out, it rolled a couple of 
times, got up, and. started 
grazing just as any horse would 
after a normal day’s work. 

And what is Edwards, the 
photographer, going to do with 
these horses? 

“Colts will be trained for use 
as stock horses, cutting horses, 
and mountain horses, for which 
they are well adapted,” he says. 
“These horses have also been 
developed into excellent 
gymkhana mounts, and even 
jumpers in horse show hunter 
classes.” 

But then Edwards, the 
historian, says, ““These horses are 
part of Ameéricana, part of the 
heritage of the old west. As a 
breed they should be preserved 
and propagated. Maybe I can 
play a part in doing this.”

Each 
dog must “heel” until signaled 
to flush a bird, then must cover 
an approximate 80-foot strip of 
land for 200 to 250 yards 
without missing a bird, must 
wait for a signal to retrieve after 
the bird is downed, and return 


the bird to the handler as 
quickly as possible.

board members decided that a 
request for funds should be 
made anyway. Dr. G.W. 
Kusserow added that a team of 
UCLA scientists have indicated 
they would perform the study at 
a minimal cost to the county. 
Boudreau said he felt that 
useage of waste water from 
industries such as the olive plant 
in Lindsay and_ various 
communities’ sewage water 
would be of no great benefit. Dr. 
Kusserow pointed out that the 
salt content in the Lindsay 
plant’s waste water was higher 
than that of ocean water, and 
would therefore be impractical. 
Board members also agreed to 
push for a committment from 
the DWP to assist in 
development of the East Side 
project. Several members stated 
that this would carry 
considerable weight in making of 
final recommendations to the 
county board of supervisors. 
Boudreau concluded the 
meeting saying he felt the 
meeting next week should be 
“short and sweet,’ and added 
that “charity to mankind does 
not necessarily apply here.” 
“There are other places to 
put the plant,” said Boudreau, 
“if we decide it will be more 
harmful than beneficial to us.”
